Search for Raven's Killer Continues 


Although police have confirmed the 
identity of a badly burned body found in 
Romulus earlier this month, they still 
have many unanswered questions. 

The body -which was lying ina field 
near the intersection of Ecorse and 
Henry Ruff roads — was discovered on 
the morning of Monday, August 10. DNA 
tests later verified that it was Raven 
Jeffries, a seven-year-old Detroit girl 
who had been missing since the previ- 
ous Friday evening. 

Detective Lieutenant John Leacher 
of the Romulus Police Department, 
which is conducting the homicide inves- 
tigation, said that Raven's body was too 
badly burned and decomposed to deter- 
mine a specific cause or time of death. 
Police are also unsure if the little girl had 
been the victim of sexual or other abuse, 
or was alive when the fire was set. 

Leacher said that he. and his col- 


leagues are "following up on multiple 
leads," but had no further comment on 
whether they have a primary suspect, or 
whether a family member or friend ap- 
pears to be involved. He did state, how- 
ever, that there doesn'tappear to be any 
"Romulus connection" in the case. 

With so little evidence to go on, 
police are hoping for helpful tips from 
area citizens. Anyone with information 
is asked to contact the Romulus Police 
Department at 734-942-6879. Callers 
canremain anonymous ... but Leacher 
is hoping that they won't. 

“Although people don'thave to iden- 
tify themselves when they call in a tip, 
we would prefer that they leave their 
name and telephone number, if possi- 
ble," he said. 

Having contact information allows 
police to ask follow-up questions that 
clarify the original tip. O
